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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Pulispher does not 
disclose active retreivai of data from devices on a network. The Examiner does not agree. Pulsipher does disclose this limitation (column 
8, lines 7-24, specifically lines 7-11 and 18-23). 

The Applicant also argues that Pulsipher does not teach collecting the device identification and detail information at predetermined times. 
Pulsipher does disclose the well known collection method which collects information at predetermined scheduled times known as 
"polling" as has been shown previously. Since Pulsipher discloses active collection of device identification and detail information and 
discloses that polling has been used in the prior art to collect information from devices, these disclosures would have reasonably 
suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art that a polling method may be used in combination with the active collection of information 
from devices. See MPEP 2123. Polling is interpreted to collect information at predetermined scheduled times since one of ordinary skill in 
the art knows that polling is accomplished at predetermined intervals and therefore is considered to be a scheduled time. In order to 
distingush this limitation over Pulispher, it is suggested that the claims be amended to distingush over the polling method as disclosed in 
Pulsipher. 

The Applicant also argues that Pulsipher does not disclose collecting device identification and detail information wherein the detail 
information includes device characteristic information and software information. The Examiner does not agree. Pulsipher does disclose 
these limitations (column 1, lines 18-20; column 7, line 65-column 8, line 6). In order to distingush the claimed invention from the 
teachings of Pulsipher, it is suggested that the claims be amended in order to specifically recite what types of detail information is being 
collected. 
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
